Washington, Jan. 31 (/P) The gov- 


crnment is considering a •. $55,050, 
000 loan to a 
firm involved 
in 


charges ot political favoritism and 
influence in past loans. 


The Defense Production Affmlnis 


tration 
(DPA) 
confirmed 
today 


that the Central Iron and 
Steel 


Co. of Harrisburg, Pa., has applied 
for the new loan from DPA and 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration (RFC). 


If granted, it would be One of 


the biggest RFC loans since World 
War II. 


The same firm figured last years 


in a Senate Banking Subcommlt 
tec report charging that a group 
with White House contracts influ- 
enced the granting of millions of 
dollars in RFC loans. 


The subcommittee, headed 
by 


Sen. Fulbrlght (DArk), gave this 
picture of $6,300,000 in RFC loans 
it said were granted' to Central 
Iron and Steel in 1949 for "ob- 
scure" reasons and "by 
a-'freak 
action:" 


The company then was 
slated 


for automatic rejection of its loan 
request 
because of "severe do 


fects in its financial policies." 


Before the "automatic decline." 


however, Willam E. Willctt, then 
a member of the RFC board 
ot 


directors, had Hubert D. 
Steclc 


substituted as loan examiner 
in 
the case. 
' 


The loans then were granted 


"over the objection of all exam- 
iners and reviewers with the single 
exception of the substitute exam- 
iner, Hubert B. Stecle." 


An RFC spokesman, querried by 


a reporter today, said payments' 
on the 1949 loans arc up to date 
and the company is considered in 
sound financial condition. 


One month after the loans were 


approved, Steelc left the RFC and 
was employed at $15,000 a year by 
a group including Joseph H. Ros- 
cnbaum and former Rep. Joseph 
E. Casey (DMass). 


.Roscnbaum, a Washington attor 


ncy, was quoted in testimony 
at 


the Senate RFC investigation 
as 


having 
claimed he had 
Director 


Willctt "in his hip pocket." Roscn- 
baum swore he never said 
any 


such thing. He figured in 
other 


d'cals, including the one that first 
made mink coats a household by 
word as a symbol of alleged gov- 
ernment "influence." 


Casey was described as a "prin 


cipal advocate"- of the Central 
Iron and Steel Loan. He as well as

Lawmen Offer 
Nationwide 
Primary Plan 


Washington, Jan. 31 
(O>) A plan 


for 
nationwide presidential pri- 


maries went before Congress 
to- 
day. 


The sponsors, Sen. Douglas (D- 


111) and Rep, Charles E. Bennett 
(D-Fla), said the plan would not 
require 
a constitutional amend- 


ment and could apply,to the 1052 
•campaigns. 


Primary voting, as envisioned in 


the proposal would not bind con- 
vention delegates but probably 
would exert a "strong persuasive 
influence" on their decisions, Doug- 
las and Bennett said in a 
state- 
ment. 


The-y said their purpose is 
"to 


bring about greater direct partici- 
pation" by the people in the nom- 
Jnation of candidates for President 
and vice president, 


Under the plan, the attorney gen- 


eral would be directed to work out 
agreements with the various states 
to conduct presidential preferential 
primaries for the major political 
parties. 


The federal government would 


share the cost of the primaries 
paying the states up to 20 cents 
for each vote cast. The states 
would provide election 
personnel 


registration books and other 
fa- 


cilities. A 10 million dojlar celling 
would be put on federal expenses. 


Sen. Smathers (D-Fla) this week 


introduced a proposed constitu- 
.ional amendment that would re- 
plape the convention system with 
district primaries. 


"However," Douglas and Bennett 


said, "it takes » long tim,e to se- 
cure the passage of constitutional 
amendments and the bUl.'wh,ich' we 
are introducing can be enacted 
iromptly by Congress and fake ef- 
'cct for 1958 elections." 


Smathers, (although 
approving 


the plan, expressed, doubt that 
states where legislatures do not 
meet this year could adopt primary 
egislation before the 1953 conven- 
tion.
